Ijord Nuffield, the millionaire 
British motorcar manufacturer, 
is reported to have set aside 
a pottion ol his huge factory 
at Cowley for the manufacture 
of "iron lungs,” Prolit is no 
part of his aim. In fact, his 
announced purpose it to [.res¬ 
ent the machines to hospitals 
\vi;!ioui cost. He hopes to make 
it possible for every hospital 
in tlie British Empire to have 
at least one of these strange 
but important lif e saving de¬ 
vices. Only a small percentage 
of hospitals now have them. 

Tlie first use of the iron lung 
ou a human being was made 
in Boston in 1929. It saved the 
life of a young college man who 
was the victim of infantile par 
alysis. The exact number of 
lives saved since then by its 
use is not nown, but it must 
be web above 1,000. The nu¬ 
mber of lives lost during those 
ten years because there was no 
iron lung available wlitre it 
wa needed is estimated to be 
times 1.000. 

An iron lung is a fairlv cost 
1 y piece of equipment. Prices 
vary, but it is said that the 
i :< of the 5,ooo 
which are to be made by Lord 
v u : ol 1 under mass-production 
conditions will probably be a- 
b'-ut $500. Many hospitals 
1 '!• ' limited budgets cannot af- 
taj he price.

THE WEEK IN EDMONTON 

(From the Alberta Publicity

Edmonton, April—Departure 
of the M.L.A’s from the Legis¬ 
lative Buildings following pro¬ 
rogation has left a quiet atmos 
pliere that contrasts greatly 
with the noise and bustle of 
sessional days.
